GRAND MASTER'S ADDRESS. 



Most Illustrious Grand Master Ithamer T. Smith 
read his annual address, as follows: 
Companions of Michigan: 

In comphance with the requirements of our consti- 
tution and through the mercy of Divine Providence, we 
are again permitted to meet in Grand Council, on this 
our forty-fourth annual assembly, for the purpose of 
transacting such business as may properly come before 
this Grand Body, and render an account of our services 
to the craft. It is fitting at this time to lift our hearts 
in gratitude and thanksgiving to our Supreme Grand 
Master for the many blessings which have crowned our 
days, and invoke his guidance and protection for the 
future. 

The past year has beenaneventfulone. Theassassin 
and the natural reaper in the fields of mortality have 
each gathered a full harvest. 

The habiliments of mourning have been manifest on 
every side. Our beloved President, Wilham McKinley, 
when in the fullness of his success, -his life work still 
■ unfinished, fell by the untimely deed of an assassin-, 
plunging our country into a grief so appalling that the 
entire world wept in sympathy for us. From under 
the clouds of this national calamity comes the sound of 
mourning among our immediate alters. 

On the loth of June the inevitable alarm came to our 
sanctuary calling our beloved Past Most Illustrious 
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8 aRAND COUNCIL OF 

Grand Master Lloyd B. Hess from labor to eternal rest, 
at a time when life was sweet, and he had just begun to 
enjoy its happy reflections. The commandery of which 
he was a member conducted the burial service and con- 
si^ed his remains to their 'final rest at Three River§. 

On September the 27th, at his home in St. Johns, 
our Worthy Past Most Illustrious Grand Master George 
H. Stephenson, after a long and painful illness, was re- 
lieved of his troubles and received his rich reward. 
His commandery performed the last sad rites with this 
Grand Council present as mourners. Fivedaughters and 
two sons survive him. 

Prom Pennsylvania comes the sad news that on the 
13th of April, at his home in Bloomsburg, Past Most 
Illustrious Grand Master Christian P. Knapp passed in 
peace to the home of the blest. 

Massachusetts sends us the sad intelligence that 
their Past Most Illustrious Grand Master George W. 
Bentley was summoned into the presence of his King 
Eternal, from his home in Greenwich, on the 19th of 
June; he being the oldest living Past Grand Master of 
that jurisdiction at the time of his death. 

Under date of August 13, I received the announce- 
ment of the death of Illustrious Companion Elijah M. 
Beatty at his home in Tacoma, Washington. Companion 
Beatty was the first Thrice Illustrious Master installed 
in that state. 

Prom Ohio we learn that on the 11th of August, at 
his home in Tiffin, their Illustrious Companion John W. 
Chamberlin laid down the working tools of life and went 
to the place of wages, and Ohio lost a just and upright 
Mason. 

On the 10th of October, at his home in Chicago,

Illinois lost one of her brightest and highly respected 
companions, Doctor Frederic C. Winslow, a polished 
gentleman, a genial companion and an accomplished 
ritualist; his wife having died belore, his two sons sur- 
vive him. 

At the home of the Grand Recorder in Jacltson, 
Mississippi, at 32 minutes past 2, on the morning of Sep- 
tember 24, with the Most Illustrious Grand Master 
kneeling in prayer at. his bedside, the spirit of Illus- 
trious Companion John Logan Povrer took its flight. 
The record of this companion's life is a glorious one. 
He was an almost exact counterpart of our late lamented 
and dearly beloved General Innes, ' which statement 
alone is enough to immortalize him. 

One wore the gray and the other ttie blue. 
But the hearts of both were certainly trua 

Let us cherish their memory and imitate their 
virtues. 

I desire at this time to express my thanks to the 
Most Illustrious Grand Master of Connecticut for the 
tender fraternal mention he made respecting the death 
of our beloved Companion Bovee. 

OFPICIAX. ACTS. 
My official acts have been few and are as follows: 
February 9, I approved the official bond of our Illus- 
trious Grand Treasurer, Charles M. Norton. 

On the above date I received a communication from 
Thrice Illustrious Master Charles D. Blanchard, of Mar- 
quette, stating that Council, No. 66, must cease for want 
of available material and expressed their desire to sur- 
render their charter. I therefore advised him to send 
the charter, records, etc., to our Grand Recorder, which 
he did, except the charter, which could not be found.

Agreeable to the recommendation of the Committee 
on Charters and Dispensations, I communicated with 
Thrice Illustrious Master McCuUough, of Northville, 
urging him to make another effort to keep No. 30 upon 
its feet. I visited NorthviUe February 17; they being 
unable to get a quorum I directed Companion McCul- 
lough, after hearing the situation, to forward the char- 
ter, records, etc., to Companion Conover and he did so. 

February 12, I signed the charter for Cadillac Coun- 
cil, No. 70, to take the place of the one destroyed by fire 
and forwarded the same to the Deputy Grand Master 
for his signature. 

On the 13th of March, I received a communication 
from Thrice Illustrious Master Alton, of Pentwater, 
asking permission to hold special meeting on the even- 
ing of March 11 for the purpose of baUotting and con- 
ferring the several degrees of Cryptic Masonry upon 
three candidates duly referred at their last regular 
which I granted. 

GRAND REPRESENTATIVES. 
January 19, in response to a communication from 
the Grand Council of Kansas, I commissioned Illustrious 
Companion Thomas G. Fitch, of Wichita, as our repre- 
sentative neir the Grand Council of Kansas, and renomi- 
nated Illustrious Companion Aulsbrook, of Sturgis, he 
being the companion of their choice as their representa- 
tive near the Grand Council of Michigan. 

February 22, in answer to a request from the Grand 
Council of South Carolina for a successor to Illustrious 
Companion Mitchell, who, being nearly blind, wished to 
be relieved, I nominated Illustrious Companion Dorr 
Darling, of Jonesville, in his stead, and commissioned the 
companion of their choice, Companion James R. Johnson, 
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ROYAL AND SELECT MASTERS. 11 

of Charleston, as our representative near the Grand 
Council of South Carolina. 

December 16, on request of the Most Illustrious 
Grand Master of Iowa, wishing an exchange of repre- 
sentative, I presented the name of our Illustrious Com- 
panion John H. Kingsley, of Manchester. 

December 26, by request of the Most Illustrious 
Grand Master of Mississippi, I commissioned Illustrious 
Companion J. J. Brooks as our representative near the 
Grand Council of Mississippi, at the same time presented 
the name of Illustrious Companion Frederic E. Swain, 
of St, Johns, as their representative near the Grand 
Council of Michigan. 

On the 6th of May, through the advice of our Grand 
Recorder and others, in view of the helpless condition of 
our Past Most Illustrious Grand Master, George H. 
Stephenson, whose long illness, of necessity, placed him 
in need, I signed a warrant for the salary of the year he 
was Grand Master, which was duly forwarded and 
thankfully received. ' 

January 15, 1902, by request of the Most Illustrious 
Grand Master of Illinois, I renominated our Illustrious 
Companion J. S. Conover, of Coldwater, whose term had 
expired, as their representative near the Grand Council 
of Michigan. 

On the evening of January 7, 1902, I visited Clinton 
Council, No. 26. The Deputy Grand Master, Grand Prin- 
cipal Conductor of the Work and a large number of 
visiting companions were present and witnessed the 
exemplification of the council degrees upon a class of 
thirteen candidates to their entire satisfaction and the 
delight of all present. The Super- Excellent Master's 
degree was rendered by an entirely new team; their 
work was good.

I have communicated with every council in the juris- 
diction, and from their reports I find the outlook encour- 
aging, the finances are better and more meetings held 
than in.the year before. 

Companions, the sands that mark the closing hours 
of my administration are nearly exhausted. The em- 
blem of authority will soon pass to other competent and 
loyal hands, and I only regret that I was not in shape to 
serve you better. For the last three years I have not 
been able to hear the work. These considerations con- 
strained me to step aside and let some one more capable 
than myself execute your designs, but you took no 
exceptions to my misfortune and left the door of the 
Grand Council open for my reception. I accepted the 
trust and did my best. I now wish to thank each and 
every one of you for your generous supxrort and my 
"Worthy Grand Recorder for that valuable assistance of 
which none but the Master can fully appreciate.

GRAND' RECORDER'S REPORT. 

The Grand Recorder presented the following re- 
port, which was referred to the Finance Committee: 
To the Grand Council: 

I take pleasure in herewith submitting my report as Grand 
Recorder for the year 1901. 

I have received cash as follows, 

Petition for a Council at St Ignace $ 35 00 

Rents Monroe projwrty 11 63 

Back dues for the year IftOO 55 25 

Dues for the year IftOl 1142 00 

Total receipts 91233 87 

All of which has been paid to the Grand Treasurer and his 
receipts taken. 

One year ago you instructed me to close up my books and 
cash accounts on the 1th day of January, and to report as delin- 
quent every Council whose returns and dues were not in my hands 
atthatdat«. In accordance with those instructions 1 have to 
report that every Council has made returns and paid dues except 
Mt. Clemens, No. 8; Adrian, No. 1!>; Bay City, No. 53; Williams- 
ton, No. &4, and Kins' Cyrus, No. 67. 

Mt Clemens Council, No. 8, has not made returns nor paid 
dues for two years. During the year I have written several times 
to the Recorder and Thrice Illustrious Master on the subject of 
this delinquency, but have failed to receive any reply from either. 

The returns received show the following as the result of the 
year's work: Exalted, 157; attlliated, 7; restored, 6; total gains, 
173. Died, 69; dimitted, 28; suspended, 58; expelled, 1; total 
losses, 156; net gain thus shown, IS. Twenty-five councils show 
a gain and nineteen a loss in membership. The largest gain was 
made by Traverse City Council, No. 81, which gained thirteen. 
The largest loss is thirty-six in Monroe Council, No. 1. 

It will be seen from these figures that the past year has not 
been as prosperous as former ones for Cryptic Masonry in this 
state, and yet it is encouraging to note a slight gain when many 
other jurisdictions have had a loss in membership. It is also a 
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gratifying fact that among the Grand Councils of the United 
States, Michigan stands first ia number of councils anp third in 
number of members, Massiuihusetts and Ohio alone surpassing 
us In membership. 

At our last annual assembly Northville Council, No. 30, and 
Marquette, No. S6, were given ninety days in which to report 
life, failing in which, the M. I. Grand Master should arrest their 
charters. Marquette, No. 6ti, decided to surrender its charter, 
and on April 8 I received from Companion Chas. D. Blanchard, 
the last T. I. M,, the records and seal. The charter could not 
be found. On May 28 I received those of Northville, No. 30. 
Thus closes the records of these councils. 

On February 11th, I received a petition with eighteen signers, 
asking for a dispensation for a new council at St. Ignace, and 
accompanied with the regular fee of $25. A little correspondence 
developed the fact that none of these signers were Royal and Se- 
lect Masters, but they showed a sincere desire to have a council 
at that place. I gave them the necessary information as to the 
proper course of procedure and suggested that I return to them 
the fee paid. They asked me to keep it and in the fall a sufficient 
number of them would go to Cheboygan, the nearest council, and 
get the degrees, after which they would present their petition in 
proper form. I have heard nothing further from them. 

Early in the past year, what has become known as "The 
Monroe Ti'ust" was closed up, Brotber Wente, who held the title 
to the property in trust, deeding tbe same to the Grand Lodge, 
and when it can be disposed of the proceeds will be divided be- 
tween the Grand Lodge, Grand Chapter and Grand Council in 
proportion to the respective amounts they have in the property. 
In the meantime, all net revenue from the property will be di- 
vided in like manner. During the past year I have received as 
such income the sum of 8116.59, of which the proportion of this 
Grand Council is $11.62, which is accounted ior in 'my financial 
statement above.

AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION PROPOSED. 

The Grand Recorder submitted the following pro- 
posed amendment to the constitution of the Grand Coun- 
cil, and asked its reference to the Jurisprudence Com- 
mittee, which was ordered; 

Amend Section 8 of the Constitution, by adding 
thereto, the following: 

Provided; That where the distanije to the nearest council ex- 
ceeds twenty-flve miles, the Most Illustrious Grand Master shall 
have power to grant a dispensation for a new council without the 
recommendation of said nearest council, and he shall have 
power, in such cases, in person or by proxy, to communicate the 
council degrees to a sufficient number of Royal Arch Masons to 
make the constitutional number for forming a new council, each 
of whom so receiving the degrees shall pay a fee ot five dollars 
to the Grand Council. 
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Also to Amend Section VII of the By-Laws by add- 
ing thereto the following: 

Except as provided in Section 8 of the Constitution of this 
Grand Council.

REPORT ON DIVISION A»D REFERENCE. 

Companion Charles E. Grerhardt, chairman of the 

. special committee on the division and reference of the

Companion James H. Cummins, chairman of the 
standing Committee on Finance, presented the follow- 
ing report of that committee, which was adopted;

Companions: 

Your Finance Committee begs leave to submit the following 
report for your consideration. 

We have examined the reports of your Grand Recorder and 
Grand Treasurer and find them correct. 

The Grand Treasurer has in his hands January 30, 1902, 
81095.41, for which he has exhibited to your committee cash and 
drafts covering said amount. 

At the last convocation of the Grand Council the following 
recommendation of your Finance Committee was unanimously 
adopted: 

"That in accordance with Section eight of the Grand Consti- 
tution, and to facilitate the work of the Grand Recorder in clos-

diction, and that the sum of fifty dollars be paid him as a slight 
compensation for his distinguished services during the past year 
in the discharge of his official duties as Most Illustrious Grand 
Master.

REPORT OP JURISPRUDENCE COMMITTEE, 
Companion Thomas G. Greene, chairman of the 
Jurisprudence Committee, presented the following re- 
ports from that committee : 
To tA« Orand Cmtndl of Boyal and Select Masters of Michigan: 

'Your Committee on Jurisprudence, to whom was referred the 
proposed amendment to Article 1, Section 8, of the constitution 
of the Grand Council, which proposed amendment reads as 
follows: 

"Provided; That where the distance to the neai'est council 
exceeds twenty-five miles, the Most Illustrious Grand Master 
shall have power to grant a dispensation for a new council with- 
out the recommendation of said nearest council, and he shall 
have power in such case, in person or by proxy, to conmiunicate 
the council degrees to a sul&cient number of Royal Arch Masons 
to make Uie constitutional number for forming a new council. 
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In the opinion of your committee, if Iliis amendment should 
be adopted it would pi oee unlimited power to make Royal and 
Select Masters at si^ht in the hands of the Moat Illustrious 
Grand Master. No certificate as to the moral character and 
masonic ability of a petitioner would be required, but if he can 
produce five dollars, the Most Illustrious Grand Master may, in 
his discretion, confer the degrees upon him notwithstanding the 
protest of the nearest council. Article I, Section H of the consti- 
tution provides: "No charter shall be granted for establishing a 
council of Royal, Select and Super Excellent Masters for a less 
sum than $25. " No greater sum than $25 has ever been charged 
by this Grand Council for a charter. If this proposed amend- 
ment shall be adopted the Grand Council will receive not less 
than $45 in each case, for the degrees, in addition to the fee for 
a charter. 

Sec. 3, Art. 2 provides: "All applications for the degrees 
of Royal, Select and Super Excellent Masters in any subordinate 
council under this jurisdiction, shall be by petition in writing to 
the nearest council, from a member of a Royal Arch Chapter, 
and shall lie over one lunar month after the same .shall have 
lieen rei'eived and referred to a committee for inquiry, unless by 
a unanimous vote of the companions present, in which case flie 
applications may Ijc acted upon instanter, etc." 

By Law No. 7 of the Grand (-ouncil provides: "Hei-eafter 
no charter or disjiensation for new councils will be granted un- 
less the dimits of the jietitioners accompany the petition for dis- 
pensation. ' ' 

In view of the foregoing and of other considerations which 
might be urged, your committee are of the opinion that ^ny 
change in the organic law of this Grand t.'ouncil so radical as 
that contemplated in the proposed amendment would he dis- 
astrous to the best inteivsta of Cryptic Masonry in this jurisdic- 
tion and therefore your committee respectfully )'e(:ommend that 
it be rejected.

CONSTITUTION. 



ARTICLE I. 
THE QBAND COUNCIL. 



Section l. The Grand Council of Royal and Select Mas- 
ters of the State of Michigan shall consist of a 

Most Illustrious Grand Master, 

Deputy Grand Master, 

Grand Prio<!ipal Conductor of the Work, 

Grand Treasurer, 

Grand Recorder, 

Grand Chaplain, 

Grand Captain of the Guard, 

Grand Conductor of the Council, 

Grand Steward, and 

Grand Sentinel, 
To which may be added 

Grand Marshal or Grand Master of Ceremonies, 
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4 CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS 

And all 

Past Thrice Illustrious Puissants, 
Past Most Illustrious Grand Masters, 
Past Thrice Illustrious Deputy Grand Puissants, 
Past Deputy Grand Masters, 
^ Past Grand Thrice Illustrious, and 

Past Grand Principal Conductors of the Work, 
Together with the 

Thrice Illustrious Masters, 
Deputy Masters, and 

Principal Conductors of the Work, for the time being, of the 
several Subordinate Councils under the jurisdiction of 
this Grand Council, 
Op 

Their Proxies, duly empowered. 
And 

All Past Thrice Illustrious Grand Masters, and Past Thrice 
Illustrious Masters, who are members of Subordinate 
Councils, who have presided one year over a Council 
in this State. 

KEHEUJSENTATION NECESSARY, 

Sec, 2. There shall not be a, Grand Council opened for busi- 
ness unless there shall be present a representation from at least 
two subordinate working Councils. 

POWER OF GRAND 



Sec. 3, The Grand Council shall have sole government and 
superintendence of the several Subordinate Councils in this State, 
shall assign their limits, and establish the fees for admission. 
In all cases of controversy, an appeal shall lie from an aggrieved 
Council, or any member of a Council, to this Grand Council. It 
shall also have power to grant Charters constituting new Coun- 
(iila of Royal and Select Masters within the State of Michigan. 
meetings. 

Sec. 4. The annual meetings of the Grand Council shall be 
held on the day preceding the annual meeting of the Grand Chap- 
ter, in each and every year, at 7:30 o'clock p. m., at such place 
as shall be designated by the Grand Chapter; but a Special As- 
sembly of the Grand Council may be called whenever the Most

Illuatrioua Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master and Grand 
Principal Conductor of Work shall deem it necessary. 

DUTIES OF PRINCIPAL OFFICERS. 
Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the Most Illustrious Graad 
Master, Deputy Grand Master and Principal Conductor of the 
Work, severally, to inform and perfect themselFes in the Sublime 
Art and work of Royal, Select and Super Escellent Masters; to 
make themselves act^uainted with the Liectures and Ancient 
Charges; and to consult with each other, for the purpose of 
adopting suitable measures for diffusing the knowledge of the 
Work and Lectures, and to secure uniformity in the several Sub- 
ordinate Councils under this jurisdiction. 

DISPENSATIONS AND CHARTERS. 

Sec. 6. The Most Illustrious Grand Master and the Deputy 
Grand Master shall have authority, during the recess of the 
Grand Council, to grant Letters of Dispensation, under their 
respective signatures and private seals, to a competent number 
ot duly qualified petitioners, empowering them to open and hold 
a Conncil of Royal and Select Masters for a specific term of time, 
col extending beyond the next meeting of the Geand Council; 
Provided, That the same fees as are required tor a Charter shall 
be first deposited in the hands of the Grand Recorder. And in 
all cases where such Dispensation is granted, the officer granting 
the same shall make report thereof at the next meeting of the 
Grand Council; and the Grand Council may continue or recall 
such Dispensation, or may, upon application for the same, grant 
the petitioners a Charter; and in case a Charter be so granted, 
the' fees first deposited with the Grand Recorder shall be credited 
in payment for the same; but if the Dispensation is uot continued, 
or Charter granted, the money to be returned, except necessary 
eitpenses. 

Sec. ^. No Dispensation or Charter shall be Issued for 
instituting a Couacil of Royal Masters independent of Select 
Masters. 

Sec, 8. No Dispensation or Charter for the instituting of a 
new Council of Royal and Select Masters shall be granted, ex- 
cept upon the petition of nine Royal and Select Masters; which 
petition shall be accompanied by a certificate from the Council 
nearest to the place where the new Council is to be formed

vouching for tbe moral character and Masonic abilit; of the 
petitioners, and recommending the Grand Council to grant the 
prayer of the saine. 

CHAETEE PEE. 

Sec. 9. No Charter shall be granted for establishing a 
Council of Royal and Select Masters for a less sum than twenty- 
flve ($25) dollars. 

Sec. 10. There shall not be a greater number of Councils 
established in this State than there are Royal Arch Chapters, 
nor more than one Council within the jurisdiction of each 
Chapter. 

EUGIBIIJTy TO OFFICE. 

Sec. 11. No Companion shall be eligible to an office in this 
Grand Council higher than the highest corresponding office to 
which he shall have been regularly elected in some Subordinate 
Council. 

AMENDMENTS, ETC. 
Sec. 12.tThi8 Grand Body, by vote of two-thirds of its mem- 
bers present, may amend this Constitution at any annual session 
without previous noticw. 

ARTICLE IT. 
SVKOKDINATE COVNCILIS. 

OFFICERS AND MEMBERS. 

Section 1. A Council of Royal and Select Masters shall 
consist of a 

Thrice Illustrious Master, 
Deputy Master, 

Principal Conductor of the Work, 
Treasurer, 
Recorder, 

Captain of the Guard, 
Conductor of the Council, 
Steward and Sentinel, and

STANDING OF COUNCILS. 
Sec. 2 No Council of Roj al and Select Masters in this 
State shall be considered leg'al unless it has a Charter from 
the Grand Council oi a Dispensation from one of the Grand 
Officers; and Masonic commuoication either public or private, 
is hereby loteidicted and forbidden between an > Council under 
this jurisdiction or any member thereof and any Council or 
assemblage that may be so illpgalh established without such 
Charter or Dispensation or an\ i erson admitted in such illegal 
Council, but nothing in thi'i section shall be so construed as to 
affect any Council, or the members of any Council, which may 
be established by proper authority in other States. 

APPUCATION FOB THE DEGREES. 

Sec. 3. All applications for the degrees of Royal and Select 
Master, or membership in any Subordinate Council under this 
jurisdiction, shall be by petition in writing to the nearest Coun- 
cil, from a member of a Royal Arch Chapter regularly consti- 
tuted in accordance with the rules and regulations of the General 
Grand Chapter of the United States, and subordinate to the 
same, and also to the State Grand Chapter from which he hails, 
and shall lie over one lunar month after the same shall have 
been received and referred to a committee for inquiry, unless by 
a unanimous vote of the Companions present, in which case the 
application may be acted upon instanter, and an unanimous bal- 
lot shall be necessary in all cases. 

ELECTION OP OFFICEES. 

Sec. 4. The officers of the Several Subordinate Councils 
' shall be chosen annually by ballot A majority of the whole 
number present shall be necessary to elect; and the persons so 
chosen shall continue in office until their successors are duly 
elected and installed; which election shall take place on the reg-

DUTIES OF thrice ILLUSTRIOUS MASTER. 

Sec, 6. The duties of Thrice Illustrious Master of every 
Subordinate Council has it in special charge, as appertaining to 
his office, duty and dignity, to see that the By-Laws of his Coun- 
cil, as well as the Constitution of the Grand Council, and general 
regulations of Royal and Select Masters, are duly observed and

obeyed; thftt all the officers of his Council perform the duties of 
their respective stations, and are examples of diligence aod in- 
dustry to their CompaDions; that true and accurate records of 
the proceeding's of his Council be kept by the Recorder; that the 
Treasurer render just and accurate accounts of alt moneys be- 
longing to the Council; and that the annual dues to the Grand 
Couocii be regularly an<} puni'tually paid. He has the special 
charge and care of tlie Charter or Dispensation of his Council; 
he has a right to call his Council, at pleasure, upon any emer- 
gency. It is likewise his duty, together with the Deputy Master 
and Principal Conductor of the Work, to attend the meetings of 
the Grand Council, either in person or proxy, when duly sum- 
moned by, the Grand Recorder. 

DEGREE FE^E. 

Sec. 6. No Council under this jurisdiction shall confer the 
degrees of Royal and Select Master for a less sum than five (85) 
dollars. 



Sec. 7. Each Subordinate Council may provide By-Laws 
for the assessment of such dues, as well as the time of their pay- 
ment, as they may think proper. 

DUES TO GRAND COUNCIL. 
(Amended 1808. Proceedings, Page 11.) 

Sec. 8. Each Subordinate Council shall pay to the Grand 
Council the following sums, to wit: For ea«h Companion receiv- 
ing the degrees of Royal and Select Master, $1; for each member 
annually, twenty -Ave cents, except the Recorder; I'n/vided, That 
all members over seventy years of age shall be exempt from the 
payment of dues to their Councils, and the Councils shall not be 
required to pay per capita dues to the Grand Council on mem- 
bers whom they shall exempt from the ^jment of dues by reason 
of being over seventy years of age. 

The financial year shall terminate on the 27th day of Decem- 
ber, and within ten days thereafter the Recorder shall transmit 
to the Grand Recorder the annual returns and dues for the year 
just closed, and in case of failure to do so, the representative 
shall forfeit his compensation in the Grand Council unless a 
reasonable ■excuse is given for such failure.

It shall be the duty of the Grand Treasurer to receive all 
moneys, and at the stated meeting of the Grand Council be shall 
exhibit an accurate account of all receipts and disbursements; 
and no moneys shall be paid out by him without the consent ot 
the Grand Council and the written order ot the Most Illustrious 
Grand Master or officer presiding.

DUTY OF GRAND RECORDER. 

It shall be the duty of the Grand Recorder to keep a record 
of the Proceedings of the Grand Council. 
VI. 

DELINQUENT COUNCILS. 

It any Council under this jurisdiction shall tail to assemble 
and work tor the space of twelve months, or shall fail to be rep- 
resented at the stated meetings of the Grand Council for the term

length of time, to discharge their dues, every such delinquent 
Council shall forfeit its Charter, together with all its jewels, fur- 
niture, and effects of every kind, subject to the disposal of the 
Grand Council, and shall be notified thereof by the Grand Re- 
corder.

DIHITS, ETC.

Hereafter no Charters or Dispensations for new Councils will 
be granted unless tbe dimits of the petitioners accompany the 
petition for Dispensation.

EDICTS. 

(FuiEdJanuaiy, 1837. Proceedings, Page 33) . 

Whenever a Council shall have Masonic ioformation Uial a 
Companion has been suspended io his Chapter, it shall be the 
duty of the Council to cause the like sentence to be entered in the 
Council, and a reinstatement in the Chapter shall be equivalent 
to a reinstatement in the Council. 

No Companion shall be suspended for non-payment of dues 
except upon charges and specifications duly filed in the Council. 
and trial had thereon. 

(Adopled 1901. Proceedings, Pi«e ii]. 

Voluntary non-afQIiation in lodge or Chapter for six months 
shall deprive a Super Excellent and Royal and Select Master of 
his membership in the Council, and subject him to the same dis- 
abilities as if suspended.

Hereafter it shall be illegal and void for the M. I. G. M. to 
grant special dispensations permitting Councils to hold Special 
I Assemblies at other places than where the Council is located.

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confer upon the recipient the same standing, benelits, and obli- 
gations that would have been conferred upon him by a regular

Wliereua, It appears that in many of the Councils of the 
lioyal and Select Masters of the State of Michigan,, enough of 
the Companions have not received the degree of Super Excellent 
Master to enable the Council to confer the degree according to

Itusuhed, That in any such Council any Thrice Illustrious 
Master, Deputy Master or Past Thrice Illustrious Master of this 
state may communicate the Super Excellent degree to a sufficient 
number of the Companions belonging to such Council to enable 
such Council to confer the degree of Super Excellent Master 
according to the present ritual; and in any Council where the 
present Thrice Illustrious Master has not received the degree, 
the degree may be communicated to him by the ofllcers above 
mentioned. 

The Grand Ke<;order is hereby directed to close his books 
and cash acco'unts on the 7th day of January in eat-b year, and 
report to this Grand Council, as delinquent, every Council 
whose returns and dues are not In his hands by that date.

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THE ACT OP INCORPORATION. 

AN ACT TO INCORPOEAS'E THE GRAND COUNCIL OF ROYAL AND 
SELECT MASTERS OF MICHIGAN. 

Section 1. The p&ypk of the Slate of Michigan enact. That the 
Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of Michigan, by that 
name and style, is hereby incorporated and declared a body 
politic and corporate in deed and law, capable of suing and be- 
ing sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and being 
. answered, defending and being defended, in all courts and places , 
whatsoever, in all manner of action, suits, complaints, matters 
and causes whatsoever, and shall have a common seal which it 
may change at pleasure. 

Sec. 2. The officers ot said corporation shall be the Grand 
Master, Deputy Grand Master, and Grand Recorder for the time 
being, and they shall constitute the board of directors of said 
corporation tor the transaction of all busihess authorized by 
this act. 

Sec, 3. Said corporation, under the direction of the Grand 
Council when assembled, may make and establish all necessary 
by-laws and rules tor its governance and the governance ot Sub- 
ordinate Councils under the jurisdiction ot the Grand Council, 
relating to the business and property authorized to be done, 
■ held and conveyed by this act; and said corporation may take," 
hflld and convey, as may be required from time to time, any real 
and personal estate for the purpose ot its or their organizations, 
not exceeding in value in the aggregate the sum of fifty thousand 
dollars; and all real and personal estate so held may be con- 
veyed by deed or bill ot sale in the name of said corporation, 
executed by the Grand Master tor the time being, or by such 
other person as the board ot directors may appoint for that pur- 
pose, under the seal ot the Grand Council, and such conveyance 
so executed shall be valid and binding tor all intents and pur- 
poses whatsoever; Provided, That the property of said associa- 
tion shall be subjected to taxation tor all purposes. 

This act is ordered to take immediate effect.
